T h e stor e w as closed, as usual, at 
6 o ’clock last evening, but about 
6 140 M r . L an e opened the stor e to 
exchange a pair of r ubber shoes for 
C a p t. 
J. 
M. 
Glenn. 
T h e y r e­ 
mained in the stor e only a few 


moments, and at that time ther e 
was no smoke in the establishment, 
or any indication that an incipient 
fir e was about to br eak out and 
thr eaten the destr uction of the en­ 
tir e Ilgenfr itz block. 


A b o u t 
ten 
minutes 
befor e 
7 
o ’clock, flames wer e discover ed in 
the Lane stor e. 
T h e fir e depar t­ 
ment 
p r o m p tly 
r esponded 
and 
>oded the building with water , 
itin gu ish in g the flames w ithin a 
ie w minutes after the water cor n- 
menced pour ing thr ough tw o lines 
of hose. 


A f t e r the flames had been e x ­ 
tinguished, the fir emen made an 
examination and ascer tained that 
the fir e star ted in a goods-dr awer 
in the r ear par t of the south side of 
the salesr oom. 
.The fir e bur ned the 
bottom out of the dr a wer and then 
sw ept behind the r ow of dr awer s 


to the ceiling, devour ing the ad­ 
jacent dr awer s and a par t of the 
shelving against the wall. 


Matches had for mer ly been kept 
in the dr aw er in w hich the fir e 
star ted, but r ecently mice nests hac 


been discover ed in the dr aw er anc 
the matches w^er e tr anfer r ed to an­ 
other place. 
It is supposed, h o w ­ 
ever , that a number of matches had 
been left in the dr awer and tha 
the mice had set the contents of the 
dr aw er on fir e 
b y 
g n a w in g the 
lucifer s. 


Mr . Lane was unable this mor n 
in g to m ake an estimate of his loss 
by the fir e and w ill be unable to do 
80 until he can make an exam ina­ 
tion 
of his stock of goods.

The Rev. W . W. Graham, re­ 
ferred to in the following dispatch 
from Harrodsburg, Ky., is a brother 
of Milton Graham, a former resi­ 
dent of Pettis county, but now of 
Seneca, Mo., and an uncle of Dr.
